REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
None of the references show a puffed grain food product that contains the 
combination of a puffable high expansion grain piece and a low expansion 
grain piece that contains all of the features of claims 1 and 1 1 . The 
references to not teach coating the low expansion grain with a flavor or 
color before combining it with a high expansion grain piece and then puffing 
the mixture in a mold. The reference to Wu teaches combining different 
grain products together and puffing the combination. But there is no 
teaching in Wu to the inclusion of a coating step. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted 
no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee.
